"\Yashington, D. C., Jan. 9.—President "Wilson tonight threw his 


support lo the federal amendment for woman suffrage. 


On the eve of a vote on siiffrage in the house, twelve democratic 


members called at the White house with a word that many ot" their 
colleagues wanted advice from the head of their party as to the 


siiioti tiiey should take. There was a conference of forty minutes, 


die result of which was described in this statement dictated by the 
President himself and made public by the delegation. 


'•The committee found that the President had not felt at liberty 


to'volunteer his advice to members of congress in this important mat- 
ter, but when we sought his advice, he very frankly and earnestly 
advised us to vote for the amendment as an act of right and justice 
to the women of the country and of'the world."

publishers in an effort to-reduce the 
price of paper to rates below those 
agreed upon by the manufacturers and 
the government. 


The measure -was vigorously defend- 


ed by Senator Owen, who said such a 
step was necessary to break the pow- 
er held by the alleged paper monopoly 
over the press. He charged that the 
paper makers now can dictate to the 
press of the country by withholding 
supplies. 


"One of the greatest evils in the 


world is the effort to suppress the 
press," said the Oklahoma senator. 
"This is one of the means used by 
Germany to maintain a monarchy and 
autocracy. If we allow_this to occur 
we will let a condition arise the result 
of which no one can i'bresee." .

On the Italian front a heavy snow is 


falling and aside from intensive ar- 
tillery duels from tho Asiago plateau 
to the Piave river and small patrol 
encounters, there has been no fighting 
worthy of mention.

SAY SUPPLY OF LABOR 
EXCITEMENTONTHE BOWERY 


IS FULLY SUFFICIENT 


Most Anxiety on Question Un- 


necessary — Problem One 


of Readjustment 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 3. — "There 


Is an amiSo supply of labor both for 
the army and for Industry; the prob- 
lem is one of proper 
adjustment," 


Secretary Wilson said today in 
dis- 


cussing plans of the Department of 
Labor for mobilizing workers. 
He 


estimated that in the first year'oC the 
war the army would take only about 
three per cent of the country's work- 
ers, less than the number unemployed 
under normal conditions. 


"Most "of the anxiety in thcs coun- 


try, regarding the labor question, lias 
been a reflection of Groat Britain's ex- 
perience In the war," Mr. Wilson said. 
Of 20,000,1/00 persons engaged In gain- 
ful occupations in .Enslund, G, 000, 000 
were taken for the army, leaving labor 
fcupply 25 per cent short. This neces- 
sitated withdrawal from the army of 
skilled workmen In order to maintain 
the- industrial life at home. 


America's situation is very different. 


Of course tho draft will interfere with 
industry to some extent but we have 
35,000,000 workers of whom approxi- 
mately 1,300,000 will be taken in the 
first year of war. less than the normal 
number of unemployed. 
Our prob- 


lem then is one of readjustment to 
supply the demand tor workers In 
those trades which are 
expanding 


rapidly, such as ship building and 
munition factories. 


"At present there is a shortage of 


labor in some trades and a surplus In 
others. 
For instance, there is un- 


employment in the building trade. 
It 


Is our task to make the supply equal 
to the demand, which 
will involve 


transportation of workmen voluntarily 
from one section to another, housing 
them in their new homos and training 
unskilled men when the skilled supply 
in any particular line of work is 
short."

So one day re- 
cently, when the .old familiar cry of 
"Stop thief" was heard the Bowery 
wns

to catch him. AVhen the cops arrived 
on the scene the man had disappeared.

.Wilson supplemented his earlier state- 
ment relative to tho attitude of the 
United States regarding both war and 
peace by an address delivered by him 
in the chamber of the house of repre- 
lentatix-cs at Washington.

•conclusion.

sparing1 of tho scarifying ink of criti- 
cism. But in its issue of yesterday, 
after a careful analysis of every one of 
tho fourteen points it concludes as 
follows: 


"We commend the admirable preci- 


sion with 
which 
President 
Wilson 


lias stated the principles which the 
allies regard as essential to a perma- 
nant peace. 
AVe likewise commend 


the practical sagacity which appears 
in his avoidance of the attempt to 
speak withSflnality In regard to ques- 
tions •which naturally are subject to 
further discussions after the present 
belligerents have found their way to 
the threshold of the house of negotia- 
tion. 
Most of all we commend the 


unbounded resolution and unwaver- 
ing pluck -with which he expresses the 
American people's determination to 
win all tb,at for which they are right- 
eously at'war." 


So, too, tho Tribune, which haa not 


hesitated 
to 
speak 
unsparingly 


when from its viewpoint there was 
reason for it.

MOTOR TRUCK CONVOY ARRIVES 


Forty-Six Auto Vehicles for Foreign 


Service Complete Rim to 
\ 


New York. 


Albany, Jan. 9. — Governor Whit- 


man, chairman <jt the State Defense 
council, was officially notified today ol 
the arrival In New York of the army 
motor truck convoy 
which 
started 


from Buffalo New Year's 
morninu. 


Captain John K. DeDoaeh, the officer 
In charge of the train of 46 trucks and 
the 101 men accompanying them, ex- 
pressed great admiration for the man- 
ner in which arrangement for getting 
the truck train through the state had 
been taken care of by the various state 
agencies. 


The State Defense council waa ask- 


ed by the National Defense council to 
see the convoy througrh. 
Word was 


immediately flashed to the Home De- 
fense committees of the various coun- 
ties through which the truck train 
was to pass on its route to Buffalo, and 
these committees arranged to food 
and house the men and care for the 
trucks at the night stopping places. 


New York state troopers, at the di- 


rection of Superintendent George F. 
Chandler, served as guides from the 
beginning of the trip until the trucks 
were in New York, details from the 
various state police posts being as- 
signed for this task. They also aided 
In shovelling the trucks out of snow 
drifts at various places 
along 
the 


route. 


The State Highway department and 


the Department of Public Works fur- 
nished road directions and strength- 
ened several of the canal bridges to 
accommodate the heavy trucks. 


"The treatment wo received at the 


hands of your county committees al- 
most spoiled 
us 
for 
service 'over 


there,' " Captain DeLoach informed 
the Defense Council. "Everything, was 
done that could be done to make the 
men comfortable, and the state bu- 
reaus gave us most valuable assistance 
to expedite our progress in spite of 
the bad weather."

The army motor truck train battled 


for nearly eight days against unpar- 
alleled weather conditions during its 
trip from Buffalo to New York. 
Be- 


low zero temperatures ruled for the 
greater part of the trip. 
The 
first 


day's run was to Rochester; the second 
to Geneva; and other stopping places 
were Syracuse, Little Falls, Albany, 
Poughkeepsie 
and 
Yonkers. 
Meals 


were serx'ed, through 
arrangements 


made by the Home Defense commit- 
tees, at Batavia, Auburn, Hudson and 
other cities along the route. 


Ico and sleet slowed up the truck 


train on the way down 
the 
Hudson 


valley from Albany, and a day ivas 
lost, on the last end, the train being 
compelled to stop over night at Yon- 
kers.

man Merchant Ships Often Have 
Meat Twice a Day—No Alien Has to 
Work Unless He Pleases, and TheC

When night falls on the camps at 


Hot Springs, N. C., near Ashevllle, 
where 517 officers and 1,064 seamen of 


j German merchant ships are detained 


by the United States Immigrant serv- 
ice, hooded Incandescents strung on 
the 
topmost 
rand of 
formidable 


barbed wire fences throw their fun- 
nels of light inside the barricade, the 
guard being stationed In darkened, 
high perched sentry boxes. Lights sim- 
ilarly spring tip in the rooms of the 
four-story hotel, where the captains, 
mates ard engineers of the big liners 
are quartered. "IN'o sound comes from 
these Teutonic cnntonments—they give 
no more sign of life than Belgian vil- 
lages left in the wake of German 
armies. 


On the traclrs barely outside the bar- 


ricade trains begin to pass with silence- 
shattering roars, great trains of 60 and 
70 cars drawn by giant moguls with 
flaming furnace doors—the aristocrats 
of freights for whom all signal lights 
show clear as they speed eastward to 
the Chesapeake ports with cargoes of 
grain, horses, lumber and machinery. 
Those within the wire know what that 
rushing eastward portends, 


Sure Germany Is Winning. 


But no other message do they be- 


lieve, or, 'f they do, they conceal belief. 
They read American newspapers, but 
tell the guards Germany is winning the 
war and that it will be over in four 
months. They say the Americans have 
never repaired the ship engines their 
now interned crews disabled because it 
cannot be done in this country. 
Offi- 


cers of the great ship Vaterland say 
she has never left Hoboken docks. 


Differences between officers nnfl men 


have sprung up and fears of forcible 
encounters made it necessary to estab- 
lish separate camps. The men when 
they realized that they were freed

The officers have the advantage of 


the men in the matter of quarters 
though the food is practically the 
same. The fou"-story hotel was leased 
by the government with its equipment 
of private baths, steam heat and fine 
furniture find surroundings of tennis 
courts, croquet grounds and big pool 
of naturally hot water. The men are 
housed in eight one-story wooden bar- 
racks built for their use, each barrack 
20 by 163 feet In size, with double- 
decked bunks, heated by j«*!-es and 
served by a detached slrower bath 
house 14 by 50 feet, In the rear of each 
barrack. 


German artisans did all the work of 


construction, being paid by the United 
States at the rate of 520 a month. No 
alien there has to work unless he wish- 
es, and If he does he Is paid. One day 
all of them quit work because they 
resented the publication in a local 
newspaper that they were slow work- 
ers and had to be told how to do ev- 
erything.

The Germans find a variety of ways 


of entertaining themselves. Some play 
tennis, others croquet, some bowl, some 
go through a scmlmllltary drill, and 
each camp has its team for playing 
what the guards call football. The 
ball is like a football, but it Is not 
kicked. It is batted with the hand. 
For the men, the International Y. M. 
C. A. has established a clubhouse 
equipped with tables, reading matter, 
games and a moving picture outfit. An 
American secretary is in charge.

Half of them may have some hazy 


Idea about a "dollar n day," and you 
will find lots of people w-ho think 
Uncle Sam still pays the old scale of 
Si3 a month, but few outside the army 
know the ins nnd outs of the wage 
scale, even for private soldiers. 


The whole pay system of the United 


States army has been revolutionized 
since the war started. 


A private in Uncle Sam's armies, 


regular, National Guard or National 
army, receives in cash, as long as he 
Is in the United States, §33 a month, 
in addition to food, clothing and med- 
ical attendance. 


When he is sent to Europe he gets 


20 per cent extra, whether in training 
or iu the trenches, which brings tho 
minimum cash pay up to $39.00 a 
month, or $1.30 a day. 


The revolutionary part of the pay 


.system, however, about which most 
people are ignorant, is the scale of al- 
lowances made by the government to 
the soldiers' dependents. We are thus 


ance which Uncle Sam makes up to 
half a man's pay.

In service abroad who has left a 
wife nnd child behind the man will 
have to assign to them at least 510.80 
a month, to which the government will 
add $25, making a total of S-ti.SO 
which they are to receive. 


The old pension system is wiped out 


Tjy the new and far more equitable sys- 
tem of compensation for death and 
disability. 


This compensation differs from that 


provided in any other law. 
It takes 


the family ns the unit thnt Is serving 
the nation, not the individual man. 


Depends on Size of Family. 


It bases the compensation on the 


size of the family from time to time. 
While a totally disabled bachelor will 
get only $30 a month, the man with a 
wife and four children will get $75. 
Twenty dollars is added If a nurse is 
required; $10 a month ns long as he 
may live, whether he is married or 
not. 


If he dies from injuries or disease 


received in the lire of duty, the widow, 
children and widowed mother receive 
sums ranging from $20 to $75 a month, 
according to size of family.

month while he is in the United States 
and to .$54.60 abroad. 


If there Is one child with the wife, 


thp allowance is $23 a month; two 
children, 532.30, and so on up to the 
point where, with a wife and six chil- 
dren, Uncle Sam pays $50 a monta in 
cash to the family. 


Allowance for Parents Made. 


It may not be enough to 
support 


them, even with what the enlisted man 
can send home out of his wages, but 
It is at least i recognition of Uncle 
Sam's responsibility and a bulwark 
against dependence on charity. 


Allowances are also provided for de- 


pendent parents, $10 a month for each, 
nnd for brothers, sisters and grandchil- 
dren, $5 n month for each, with the 
proviso that in any case the govern- 
ment wliL not iiav_ to 1_he dependents 


through the treasury bears the war 
risk. This insurance is wisely safe- 
guarded to protect It from creditors, 
shyster lawyers and loan sharks.
